PROGRESS IN HEALTH CARE 

TN the Eye’Opener column dated January, 1917 which 
is reproduced in this issue, it will be noted that Bob 
Edwards was strongly supporting a system of public 
hospitals. He envisioned a setup which would make 
hospitalization available to all, give expectant mothers 
the care they should have and provide properly for our 
infant immigrants. Not only that, but he advocated a 
chain of public services, Which would bring every 
health facility to Alberta people without regard to 
wealth or station. The ultimate aim which he had in 
mind was a province peopled by the uniformly strong 
and healthy, cared for from childhood with deformities 
corrected and illnesses treated with every known skill 
of science. 

This was a vision just opening to the people of this 
province in 1917. Bob Edwards went much farther 
than most in his conception of an all-round health sys¬ 
tem. At that time the idea of municipal hospitals was 
considered doubful of success. Edwards writes: “If the 
enabling legislation is carefully planned, it can be made 
to stand as a model for the twentieth century, not only 
for Canada but for the whole of North America.”

ness. Co-ordinate with public health clinics is the 
prospect of nutritional instruction so that available 
foods may bring fullest returns in providing bodily 
health in the homes. * . . /. 

From a local standpoint a most important develop¬ 
ment has been the medical contracts, an outgrowth of 
depression years, assuring family care in case of sick- 
ness'for a sum within reach of almost all. 

Bob Edwards envisioned a health system which might 
become a model for the North American continent. 
Perhaps he would chuckle to realize that his dream has 
almost come true, so far as High River district is con¬ 
cerned. A prominent U.S. authority’in matters of pub¬ 
lic health visited this district a couple of years ago, and 
remained to s^udy our three service system of muni¬ 
cipal hospital, medical contract and public health unit. 
He stated that he considered the combined setup to be 
the clbsest to ideal of anything on this continent. 

It is only over a period of years that one can esti¬ 
mate progress truly. Services which we take for 
granted today were a nebulous dream 27 years ago. If 
we advance proportionately in the coming 27 years, we 
should begin to reap reward in a sturdy, health-con¬ 
scious people.

' FARM INCOME TAX 

J^AST week the House of Commons was stirred when 
a western member advocated, amongst other things, 
that income tax for farmers be abolished. This propos¬ 
al is unlikely to have general support, no matter how 
keen the sympathy might be for the farmer. In fact 
any blanket legislation of such a nature would seem 
the rankest kind of discrimination. There are rich far¬ 
mers and well-to-do farmers whose earnings justify 
the payment of income tax much more than many low- 
salaried people upon whom the tax has pressed 
sevferely. 

To exempt the farm class from income tax, is ap¬ 
proaching the question from the wrong angle, imply¬ 
ing that farm prices may go to such low levels that no 
taxable income will be earned. Far more satisfactory 
from national standpoint, as well as in the interests of 
this particular industry, would be assurance of price 
standards which would enable the' farmer to earn an 
income sufficient to put him in the taxable class. If he 
is getting the returns, he is : quite as able to pay income 
tax as the salaried or business man of the city. And 
he would be much happier and more satisfied with farm 
life, than if he were degraded to a class automatically 
exempt because earnings are peasant earnings. 

One thing however, that agricultural bodies have. 
Insisted upon, is that income tax be estimated and 
averaged over a period of years. The nature of their 
business is such that, aside from market fluctuations, 


they are also exposed to the hazards of nature. Even 
with stabilized prices "as reasonable protection, they are 
still at the mercy of weather. A grain farmer for in¬ 
stance might have a substantial income tax to pay one 
year, and the next year go badly in the hole through 
loss of crop. On a two-year estimate, he would not be 
eligible for tax, and the period of averaging should be

bring wide variation in revenue. Of course if income 
estimates went back as far as 1930, there are probably 
few farmers or livestock men who would have much 
income tax to pay even today. No adequate recognition 
has been made of |he years in which they operated 
consistently at a loss. 

It is the hope of ranchers that tax-free maintenance 
reserve may be alowed them for use after the war. 
This consideration seems applicable to the farm plant, 
apd for that matter to other businesses, as soon as any 
leniency can be extended. 

If farmers, lookingjfarward to the fiTtme had to 
choose between reasonable prices with consequent 
income tax, or depressed prices and no tax, there seems - 
little doubt which prospect they would face more 
cheerily. If their income over a five year period aver¬ 
ages an amount within taxable figures, there is no 
reason that they should receive special consideration, 
and it is extremely unlikely that they themselves would 
suggest it. The whole emphasis should be on main¬ 
taining farm prices, so that the average good farmer 
may win a place in the category of income tax payers.

The Quebec elections are set for 
August 8th and Mr. Godbout wishes 
it distinctly understood that they 
must be fought* exclusively on prd- 
vinrial and not federal questions. 
Although he is Premier, he has not 
been in politics long enough to learn 
that it is the electors who make the 
issue. Hon, J. A, Gardiner gave out 
a list of things that affected the 
elections in Saskatchewan and they 
were all federal, but some critics 
have said they would not have ob¬ 
truded themselves if he and other 
Liberal M.P.’s had kept out of' it. 
Provincial governments wearing the 
same label as that at Ottawa cannot 
expect to reap all the profits and 
avoid all the losses. It is unreason¬ 
able on Mr. Godbout’s part to think 
he can gain kudos for family allow¬ 
ances but avoid responsibility for 
the draft. 


Provincial governments gearing 
the label are in the same unhappy 
plight as Finland which claimed to 
be fighting its own war against Rus¬ 
sia and that it should not be held 
responsible for anything Germany 
was doing. The logic of circumstan¬ 
ces argued cogently against that 
and it has been abandoned. Poor 
Finland stays in the fight and calls 
on Germany for help and Germany 
obliges with three or four divisions. 
Before this electoral battle is over, 
Mr. Godbout may have to capitulate 
and send out the Macedonian cry 
and Ottawa for ^reasons similar to 
those which influence Germany will 
have to respond. 

It is a good thing that the Quebec 
elections will be over on August 8th 
because while they Were pending 
Mr. King could not be expected to 
take steps necess a ry for reinforcing 
our troops abroad. Some time ago 
Col. Ralston said we would need a 
flow of four thousand a month. Fig¬ 
ures brought down for March, April 
and May show discharges from the 
army 15,745, and enlistments for 
active service 11,499. If Col. Ralston 
would save his reputation he would 
issue an ultimatum, but just at pres¬ 
ent he is as strong a partisan as his 
leader and will do nothing to jeop¬ 
ardize political interests in the par¬ 
ty stronghold. If necessary, politi¬ 
cally he will say that conscription is 


not necessary because casualties are 
below the estimates.
